SOUTH AFRICAN AMATEUR AGAIN PROVIDES LINK FOR ISS CON- 
TACT IN ARISS PROGRAM 


At the controls of NA1SS on September 27, Peggy Whitson spoke with young- 
sters at Joamie Iuniarvik, a kindergarten through grade 5 school in Iqaluit, the 
capital of Canada’s newest territory, Nunavut. 


The Joamie youngsters spoke to Whitson via a teleconferencing circuit that 
included ARISS veteran Earth station operator Gerald Klatzko, ZS6BTD. 


Here are some of the answers given by Peggy to questions posed by the young- 
sters: 1. “Working in a zero-gravity environment makes doing a lot of things 
easier than on Earth. But if you need to apply some force, she said,” it’s difficult 
to find the appropriate foothold to hold yourself into place;” 2. About mete- 
ors, “From here, we can actually see some of the meteors as they enter Earth’s 
atmosphere and we hope to not run into any of them at all.” 3. Whitson also 
explained that velocity is what keeps the ISS in space but about every three 


months the crew needs to do an orbital boost to bring the speed back to 28 000 
kph which is what is needed to keep them it orbit. 


Whitson expounded on the importance of space exploration and said that the 
human species will always be exploring new frontiers. She thinks it’s important 
that we go to space for lots of different reasons, some on a more practical level— 
for the science and technology that we learn—but mostly she thinks it is most 
important to go into space to continue exploration. 


Sarlnews shall be pleased to hear from clubs that have been succesful in obtain- 
ing a foothold in schools and how did it so that others can follow on. With 
Mark Shuttleworth presently visiting schools in the country, it seems to be the 
right time to do something in this direction. 


ITU NEWS 


At the 16th ITU Plenipotentiary Conference which is now under way in Mar- 
rakesh, Morocco, Valery Timofeev has been elected director of the International 
Telecommunication Union (ITU) Radiocommunication Bureau. Timofeev, who 
is Russia’s deputy minister for communications and informatization, has exten- 
sive experience in radio frequency spectrum management at both the national 
and international levels. 


Timofeev’s election means that for the first time in at least three decades, an 
Amateur Radio licensee will not head the ITU Radiocommunication Bureau. 


For the first time, the International Amateur Radio Union (IARU) also has 
observer status at an ITU “Plenipot”. 


Observer status gives the IARU an opportunity to network with delegates of 
member-states to support the IARU’s goal of a 300-kHz worldwide allocation at 
7 MHz. As ARRL Technical Relations Manager Paul Rinaldo, W4RI, explains, 
although the 40-meter issue is not on the Plenipot’s agenda, many of the peo- 
ple attending also will go to the World Radiocommunication Conference 2003 
preparatory meeting this year and to WRC-03 itself next year. 


BRITISH QUEEN’S GOLDEN JUBILEE YEAR SPECIAL STATION 


A special event station from the LIGHT SHIP “PLANET” moored in docks 
at Birkenhead, near Liverpool, England takes place from 09:00 UTC Friday 
18th October through Saturday 19th and finishes Sunday 20th October at 16:00 
UTC. 


Two stations will be running simultaneously and continuosly through this period 
of the event, one station on CW and other station on SSB with the object of 
trying to contact as many COMMONWEALTH country stations as possible to 
mark the Queen’s Golden Jubilee Year. 


THIRD PARTY TRAFFIC ON AMATEUR BANDS 


With reference to the news item in the bulletin of Sunday 29 September in 
connection with 3rd party traffic on amateur bands, the SARL had been ap- 


proached by affiliated clubs to negotiate further with the authorities to expand 
the agreement to also include club members which are not necessarily SARL 
members. Clubs state that it is sometimes necessary to make use of non-SARL 
members in order to establish a satisfactory communication network. 


The SARL will speedily convene a meeting with the authority, ICASA, where 
this issue will again be discussed in order to achieve clarity. Particulars will 
then be forwarded to Sarlnews.
